CINCINNATI, February 15.—At 3.10 ibis 


morning a fire alauu sounded for the box at 
Ludlow and Pearl, where water surrounds 
tbe houses. When the* engines reached the 
place it was discovered the rear part ot two 
brlclc buildings on the south_ side ot Pear), 
near Ludlow, bad fallen and ten persons 
bulled lu the rulna or drowned. The occu- 
pants -of tbe front portion bad given tbe 
alarm, and before the real cause could be u- 
certaiued a fire alarm was sounded. Firemen 
In conjunction with the police used super- 
human efforts to rescue the living and dead. 


The buildings were occupied as boarding 


bouses and had twenty to thirty occupants. 
The living were soon brought out 
Four 


members of a family named Burke, Mr. and 
Mrs. Coltpr, Vando Kills. Lydla Ellis, Willie 
Kyle and another, name not know, are sup- 
posed to be crushed or drowned. Mrs. Webb, 
occupant of a room in tbe part that fell, was 
awakened by tbe cracking of the walls and 
tried to Awaken others but fell with the rulna, 
yet escaped without Injury. 


Tbe buildings tbat fell this morning were 


occupied as boarding houses by Kobert Kyle 
and George Oj ester. 
There were about 


thirty-five people hi the building at the time. 
Tne following are known to bare boon killed, 
either by falling timbers or drowning: John 
W. Kyle, sou of the proprietor, Libby Colter, 
Maude Bills, James Ogden, Barney Wlnkler, 
Mrs. Wlukl«r,,Thomas Butt and Louis Burk, 
making ten lives so far as Irnowu that have 
boon lost. 


The rescued women were convoyed In a 


patrol w*gon to a flre engine bouse In the 
vicinity, where they were made comfortable. 
Mrs. Kyle, whose son waalos.t In the ruins, 
Is inconsolable. She Imagined her boy alive 
and struggling for bis freedom, when the 
gave him up for lost, »nd her agony is heart 
rending. Mrs. W«bb, who occupied a room 
In the part tbat fell, says the could not sleep 
for tbe cracking of the walls. She thought 
at first It w«s paper affected by the water, but 
aft*iw»rds supposed It something worse. "1 
got up at last," she said, "aud awakened 
Mary Colter arid told her we mult get out, 
something was going to happen. 1 went to the 
door ot the next room, where Maude Kills was 
sleeping, and tried to awaken her. Thea-1 
called to Mary Colter again to hurry. She 
was sitting In bed. I was near the door. 1 
felt the house going. 1 could have stepped 
through the door to the front part. but 1 
turned to get Mary. I could not see and 1 
felt all.around for her and then all went 
down together. . 1 do not know now I escaped 
but 1 crawled out and screamed." Tbe ac- 
cident bas spread terror among the occu- 
ptnts «f.slinilar old buildings In the flooded 
districts. Many w bp can do so are getting 
out to safer quarters.

Two more dead bodies not hitherto known

After a short discussion as to the peddler's 
cense, aud withdrawal ot the proposition to 
quire a bond from keepers of billiard rooms 
d card tables, Alderman Jones brought up 
e amendment to tho liquor ordinance intro- 
uced at the last special meeting. This 
nendtneut w as to the effect that any one was 
able to pay a fine of npt less than {50 or 
ore than 8300, for giving liquor away in »ny 
ibllc place or on the highway. Mr. Jones 
support of Ibis amendment said that he 
ould be cursed and expected to be, far tafc- 
g such active steps toward the adoption and 
uforcement of the liquor ordinance. He 
Id that be was in favor of complete probi- 
tlon and would openly acknowledge It, and 


bis capacity as alderman be proposed to 
what he could to stop tbe traffic In liquor, 


r. Jones said that ho understood that from 
00,000 to $100,000 was expended annually 


Colorado Springs for intoxicating liquors, 


od yet tbe people would complain about 
Kb taxes aud the extravagance ot our city 
fficlals. The amount named would pay off 
e city Indebtedness In a short time and 
ulld all tbo school houses 'we needed. East- 
n people repeatedly sent letters here ask- 
g whether Colorado Springs was a temper- 
nee town of not.
